This gives the antis com- 
plete control of the city government. 
The commissioners of Fulton county 
have fixed the wholesale licenses in the 
county at $1,600 per year. 
Their right 
to do so is contested. 


The Tandalia Deal.

Paper Axle Boxes. 


Experiments are 
being made 
on 
Prussian railways with axle boxes fitted 
•with bearings of vegetable parchment 
in place of brass. 
The parchment is 
strongly compressed btifore being used, 
and it is thoroughly dried, to prevent 
subsequent shrinkage. 
Wooden rings 
are placed on the outside of the bear- 
ings, fitting the collars of the journal. 
An emulsion of water and oil and all 
the mineral oils are used as lubricants. 
The parchment soon becomes impreg- 
nated with oil, and is able to go a long 
time without a renewal of lubrication. 
It is between the body of the journal 
and the thin edge of the parchment 
segments that 
friction takes place. 
The claim is made that these com- 
pressed paper bearings make a tough 
material that is superior to metal. Such 
bearings are also in use in a German 
saw-mill, with satisfactory operation.— 
American

The Figure that Miss Holmes, His Ex- 
change Clerk, Cats in the 
Harper Trial. 


The Opinion of 215 Congressmen on the 
Tariff and Their Preference 
For President. 


CINCINNATI, Deo. 8.—The publication 
in to-day's Commercial'Oazette 
of its 
special dispatch from Washington about 
the attempt to bribe District Attorney 
Bumet waa headed: 
"The Defense 
Make an Unsuccessful Attempt to Bribe 
Mr. Burnet." 
When the court con- 
vened, District Attorney Burnet made a 
personal statement, saying 
that 
he 
especially desired it to be understood 
that there was no ground whatever for 
involving the counsel now representing 
the defense in any such statement. 
Judge Jackson thought it due to the 
counsel 
for 
the 
defense 
to 
say 
that 
so far 
as 
the 
court 
could 
judge, 
their conduct had 
been 
all 
that an honorable gentleman could de« 
mand. 
Judge Sage also said that he 
wished to correct a statement in the 
publication, which ascribed to him pre- 
vious knowledge of the attempted brib- 
ery. 
He said he had no information on 
the subjcct whatever. 


The prosecution made no reference at 
all to the publication of the cipher let- 
ters between Harper and Miss Holmes. 
Mr. Hayes finished his testimony and 
with it the government rested its case. 
The defense called Mr. Eckert for the 
purpose of finishing its cross examina- 
tion. 


The Enquirer 
this morning prints a 
fac-simile ot the cipher letters, which it 
says were furnished by Ohas. Hopkins, 
sou of Ben E. Hopkins. 
They purport 
to be letters sent by Harper to Miss 
Josie Holmes, his former 
exchange 
clerk. 


It is explained that after the failure, 
Harper professed the warmest friend- 
ship for his assistant cashier, Hopkins, 
and promised evervthing that could be 
done to shield him. 
Young Hopkins 
was correspondingly kind to Harper and 
became his messenger to carry letters to 
and from Miss Holmes. 
While in this 
office he began to suspect that Harper 
was arranging to throw upon Hopkins 
the responsibility of all the transactions 
with the grain brokers, and young Hop- 
kins, to place Harper within his power, 
conceived the bold design of concealing 
the letters and delivering the verbal mes- 
sages only. 
This worked well enough 
until Miss 
Holmes visited the jail. 
Harper 
was furious 
upon 
learning 
of the treachery of his messenger and 
has since been cold toward 
Hopkins. 
The letteis were in a cypher, which was 
easily read. 
Harper also sent three 
checks to Mrs, Holmes, which Hopkins 
suppressed and turned over to District 
Attorney 
Burnet. 
They 
aggregated 
$700,000, and it is presumed they were 
intended to be placed so a' to cover up 
some of the crooked transactions of his 
bank. 


The letters of Harper to Miss Holmes 
are as ardent as these of any lover could 
be. 
In the first one he instructed her 
about what she should say in her testi- 
mony. She 
answered, 
saying 
she 
would be as evasive as she could, 
but 
feared she 
could 
not 
testify 
as he wanted her to, and asked him why 
he did not go when he had a cbance. 
She asked him to send her a lawyer to 
advise her how to testify. To this Har- 
per, replied with mad protestations of 
love for his "bright angel" and up- 
braided her for her coldness and es- 
pecially for her cool suggestion that he 
should have flown. It looked to him as 
though she wanted to get rid of him. 
He reminded her of his talk during their 
last ride together, when he said the 
worst thing would be their separation 
and that she said that would never be, 
and pressing a kiss on his lips, said she 
would go to prison with him or if 
that could not be she would visit 
him 
daily. 
He 
begged 
her 
to 
get 
well and come to him before 
she got into the safe deposit box, other- 
wise all would be spoiled. 
He urged 
her to take no more of the drug and to 
decline to be interviewed. 
In one of 
her notes, Miss Holmes said to Harper: 
Your wile has $300,000. 
I have noth- 
ing to do but to die, with your family 
disgracing me as they have done in the 
last two days." 


Harper was seen at the jail this morn- 
ing by a reporter and was asked what he 
had to say about the publication of his 
letters to Miss Holmes. 
Harper paused 
a moment, and then with clenched teeth, 
said: 
"You can say that Charley Hop 
kins did not publish the other letters 
that would have benifitted me, as much 
as it would his father, and that he did 
not publish anything about the $10 I 
gave him for her. 
Now, will you excuse 
me?" There is no doubt of the authen- 
ticity of the letters.

methods of the anarchists. 
¡She be- 
lieved in rectifying the abuses of the 
present day by peaceable means. 
She 
was a socialist herself—not an anarch- 
ist. 
iShe believed that the Chicago 
anarchists were only contending for 
the right of free speech and that no 
of the men executed had conspired to 
throw a bomb. 
Mrs. V»'.'s socialism is 
attributable to the fact that while at- 
tending school in Switzerland she mar- 
ried a llussian nihilist. 
She has be- 
come thoroughly indoctrinated with his 
radical ideas.

A newly-patented composition ^ for 
the removal and erasure of writing-inks 
or writing-fluids from paper, cloth, and 
all other substances 
which writing 
fluids and inks may come in contact 
with, without injury to the paper or 
other substance, consists of the follow- 
ing ingredients, viz. : Four quarts of 
water, four ounces of citric acid, twelve 
to sixteen ounces of strong solution ol 
borax, and three-quarters of a pound of 
chloride- of lime. In preparing the 
composition two quarts of water which 
has been previously boiled and cooled 
are taken. l our ounces of citric acid 
are added, and after the acid has been 
dissolve J, six to eight ounces of a 
strong strained solution of borax are 
added, and after which the whole may 
be put in a bottle or suitable receptacle. 
Two quarts of water which has been 
previously boiled and cooled are taken, 
adding 
thereto three-quarters of a 
pound of chloride of lime. 
The whole 
is well shaken and left to stand from 
four to six days, after which it is 
strained, and then from six to eight 
ounces of si rong solution of borax are 
added, and the whole is placed in a 
separate bottle. 
When it is desired to 
remove ink from paper, cloth, or other 
absorbent substances, the composition 
in bottle No. 1 is applied so as to 
thoroughly saturate the place occupied 
by the ink, a blotter being used to ab- 
sorb all waste moisture. 
The composi- 
tion in the second bottle is then ap- 


. plied. By the combined use of the two 
fluids thus described, writing inks or 
other writing fluids will be immediately 
dissolved and removed from paper so 
that the latter may be again written on.

Belgian Coins. 


Some of the small Belgian coins, 
which are, perhaps, the prettiest of all 
the modern examples, have vigorous 
pffect given them, not by raising the 
eflSgy in the center much above the 
general surface, but by surrounding it 
with a sunk space, from which it stani*s 
out bold and round, although ¡protected 
from wear by the rim which carries the 
bscription. With the English or Ameri- 
can coins, in wlPfch a profile head or 
other tigiire swims about in an ocean 
of background, such a treatment would 
be impracticable; but the Belgian de- 
signers fit their lion very cleverly into 
his circular frame, without either crowd- 
mg or awkward vacancies. A disposi- 
tion of this sort would be the very one 
which would occur to a trained decorat- 
ive artist, to whom the jumbles that 
now pass muster for coinage designs 
would be abominations; and a sculptor 
of the first rank might then be called 
in with great advantage to complete 
l)iA m o i l f t l i n c r .
